GERMANY NEVER HASB ADMITTED
THIS RIGHT IN NOTES
Officvials in Washingtost Predict that

Germany In Her Negotigtions 'Will
Maintaln Armed m_ Are
Not Included in Pledges Made to
United Btates Concoming Sab-

marine I'olicy.

| WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Secretary
of .'rte Robert Lansing indica’oe to-
day that the reopening of the entire
armed merchantman controversy with
Giermany is certain If it is proved
that the British steamer Marina was
jarmed when she was sunk by a Ger-
nian submarine a few days ago.

Secretary Lansing admitted that
the right of a merchantman to arm
for donfonse is gtiil am open nuestivn
and that it will be the prineipal
question of negotiations with Ger-
riany over the death of Americans
{who were on the Marina.
| Germany never hasg sdmitted the
right of merchantmen to arm. Even
when It was raised after the sinking
of the Lusitania it was an unsettied
question, :

It is expected by the state depart-
ment that Germany will maintain
in her negotiations over the Marina
Incident that-armed merchantmen are
not included in her pledges to Amer-
lca regarding submarine warfare.

Secretary Lansing is withholding -
all findings In the Marina incident '
from all persons but President Wil- -
son, who Is being appraised of all de-
velopments.
